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DANVILLE ANTENNA ORDINANCE 


Monday March 2, 1987 the City Council 
of Danville passed Ordinance - 108 limiting 
building and accessory structures to 35 feet 
in height. This is the Antenna Ordinance 
which W6LEKF, K67M, and K6TI have been 


working on with the Danville Planning 
Commission. In the words of Dwayne 


W6LKE, ° The struggle for a fair ordinance 
for amateur radio antennae was entirely 
successful’ Not all Hams present felt that 
way but they were not the ones on on the 
firing line and in close contact with the 
situation. KGTI spent many hours writing 
and revising wordings in conjunction with 
the Planning Comumnission, in the attempt to 
gain certain points. The three main 
objectives we agreed to try to pain were, a 
530 foot height limit, a Land Use Permit of 
$50.00 including any variances charges if a 
Variance was sought. Each case to be 
decided on an individual basis. The lowest 
charges provided for by the City at present 
is $115.00 for the (LUP) and additional 
charces if a variance is needed. Charpes to 
be determined by what is required. In the 
opening discussions $300.00 tO $500.00 was 


proposed by the Commission for an Amateur 


to obtain a variance. This was stopped and , 
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a straight $50.00 (LUP) no variance required 
was apreed to with a sliding scale to a total 
of $115.00 MAXIMUM for both (LUP) and 
the variance. This is a significant 
accomplishment. Also cordial relations were 
establiblished and strongly cemented with 
the Planning Commission and the City 
Council, Any Amateur coming after us will 
find receptivity to reasonable requests. A 
preat deal of effort was put into 
establishing this rapport. As Chief of Police 
of Danville said to me as we were leaving, " 
You got more than we (the Danville Police ) 
have able ta pet. We are hampered by the 
terrain and insufficient height of the base 
antennae and they won't give an inch.” 

So be it! Whatever any of you may 
think, a pood fight was made and we won 
more than we lost. The ONLY thing we did 
not pet was the 50 foot height which would 
have been a limiting factor anyway. We 
now have an ordinance that sets a basic 
limit to all structures of 35 feet but gives us 
a number of “outs” and with a fixed limit on 
the cost when an operator needs to use 
them. There is NO city in which restrictions 
of some lind are not going to be applied. 

I wish to especially thank Phil Frazier 
K6ZM for his help and Dwayne WOLKE for 
his stabilizine presence at the meetings and 
his invaluable advice.
